Santa Ana winds wreaked 
havoc across the Southland 
today, causing power fail¬ 
ures, fanning raging brush 
fires in three counties, and 
contributing to scores of trai 
fic accidents but were expect 
ed to diminish by nightfall 
Gusts up to 60 m.p.h. swept 
desert areas and reduced visi 
bility to zero. Two serious 
traffic accidents resulted in a 
pile up of 11 autos near the 
California-Nevada border, 
killing Mrs. Mary L. Mathias. 
68. of Barstow. 

Power was cut off in about 
1000 homes in the San Ber¬ 
nardino Valley and telephone 
service in the De Vore area 
was interrupted. 

“There were gusts up to 
80 m.p.h, in the Fontana 
area that literally tore pow¬ 
er.lines to pieces,” said Jos¬ 
eph J. Zapotocky, Edison 
Co. official.

Danger of a fourth fire 
loomed in Big Tujunga 
Canyon as stiff Santa Ana 
winds swept the region, 
creating the same tinder- 
box conditions under which 
the other three fires erupt¬ 
ed within hours of each 
other early this morning. 

The Orange County fire 
was contained by about 200 
fire fighters at 8:30 a.m. after Blaze (arrow) m Peralta Hills threatened Anaheim 
consuming about 100 acres 
and destroying two farm 
structures in the Santa Ana 
Canyon area. Paul Morton, a 
volunteer fireman, suffered a 
fractured ankle in fighting a 
blaze near Yorba Linda, 
where 12 expensive homes 
were threatened but un¬ 
damaged. 

Counted a total loss were 
a barn—containing a tractor 
and tree spraying equipment 
—and a recreation room on 
the ranch of Art Henning, 

.whose family successfully 
.kept flames from damaging 
. their home.

Superintendent of Schools 
Jack C. Crowther, who is on a 
one-month sick leave, was 
given an extension of time 
off because his continuing ill¬ 
ness, the Board of Education 
said today. 

Board president Ralph Ri¬ 
chardson requested an exten¬ 
sion to Jan. 2. 1967 for Crow¬ 
ther "in order that he may 
take whatever time he feels 
necessary to adequately re¬ 
cover from a back injury.” 

Crowther, who is 59. is 
suffering from a pinched 
nerve in the back. He is in 
traction at his home, but 
must go to the hospital 
twice a day for treatment, 
officials said. 

In his place, Dr. Louise Sey- 
ler, 59, has been named act¬ 
ing superintendent. 

OTHER ACTIONS 
In other actions, Dr. Seyler 
announced a racial and eth¬ 
nic count of all pupils, teach¬ 
ers and other employes of 
the city schools- will be taken 
today as part of a state-wide 
survey of students. 

The survey, ordered by 
the State Department of 
Education, is being taken 
to determine if local 
schools are complying with 
state law, policies and regu¬ 
lations. 

Although the survey will be 
of racial and ethnic origin, no 
questions are to be asked of i 
pupils, parents or employes, 
officials said. Instead the sur¬ 
vey will be a visual count by 
teachers and administrators. 

PROVIDE DATA 
Officials said the purpose 
of the survey is not to dis¬ 
criminate against minorities 
but to provide information 
which will make possible 
equal opportunities for all. 

The Board of Education 
also announced the appoint¬ 
ment of Max J. Barney as 
clerk of the board. The posi¬ 
tion pays a beginning salary 
of $13,663.35 a year.
